SURVEY OF PRO 
AND COLLEGIATE 
BASEBALL OPENS 


COLUM BUS, 
Feb. 
12— (U P ) — 
A nation-w ide survey 
of 
college 
baseball conditions was 
opened 
here today by D. W. St. John, ath­ 
letic director of Ohio State univer­ 
sity and chairm an of a com m it­ 
tee appointed by the National Col­ 
legiate A thletic 
A ssociation 
to 
m ake the study. 
As the opening move in the sur­ 
vey St. John m ailed questionnaires 
lo 600 college ,1 throughout the na­ 
tion. The questionnaires 
contain 
IO questions, seven of which re­ 
late to general conditions regard­ 
ing the college sport and three of 
which seek to establish the con­ 
nection between college and pro­ 
fessional baseball. 
One of the pertinent questions 
in the latter group seeks to deter­ 
mine if the college coach at any 
tim e lias served as a scout for a 
professional team and been paid 
for signing his own players to con­ 
tracts. 
Serving on his college com m it­ 
tee w ith St. John are Frank Mc­ 
Corm ick, athletic director of the 
U n iversity of M innesota and P. O. 
Badger, graduate manager of ath­ 
letics at N ew York university. 
This group w ill com pile the in­ 
form ation received upon return of 
the questionnaires and then sched­ 
ule a m eetin g w ith representatives 
of m ajor and m inor leagues.

INCOME PARADOX 
1170RKERS who were fortunate enough 
to have full employment in 1937, the 
Brookings Institution reports, enjoyed a 
higher real income and more leisure than 
in 1929. 
But there were eight or nine 
million workers without jobs, and they 
brought down the average real income 
(income in relation to cost of living) 15 
per cent below th at of 1929. 
The real income of farm ers and some 
wage groups was higher and hourly wages 
in 
many 
industries 
were 
above 
1929 
averages. 
Again, 
weekly 
earnings 
in 
manufacturing during the first part of 
1937 were only 6.5 per cent lower than 
the 1929 average, while living costs were 
down 16 per cent. 
These pleasing figures show' only a part 
of the picture. 
The other details include 
the many wholly unemployed and the 
many on short or irregular working sche­ 
dules that make annual incomes low even 
though hourly wages are high. 
Does not the country need to think 
more in terms of increased production and 
adequate annual income? 


OFF AGAIN— ON AGAIN 
It bobbed up again during the Brussels 
Conference in October, when the British 
came forw ard with another plan for joint 
cooperation in the Pacific.

Headache, 
lassitude and vertigo are indica­ 
tions of too prolonged or too ex­ 
tensive treatment. 
In tuberculous enlargement of 
the lymph nod*.* of th" eck, X-ray 
and ultraviolet lights have offered 
the quickest and most uniform re­ 
sults. They are especially valuable 
after surgical removal of lymph 
nodes to prevent recurrence. 
Epoch Making Work 
In tuberculosis of the skin, Fin- 
sen's work was epoch making. 
Ulcers and indolent wounds get 
well in the majority of cases under 
irradiation of this kind. Ringworm 
and various ulcers yield to the bac­ 
tericidal properties of the ultra­ 
violet rays. 
In whooping cough. 


the ultraviolet rays given as a gen­ 
eral body radiation give relief in a 
great mony cases. Fractures which 
have not knitted, are frequently 
helped in this way. 
• The infra-red rays, at the oppo­ 
site end of the spectrum, produce 
a reaction in a short time, with lo­

less than $200; paym ents denied 
farm ers who do not cooperate in 
the acreage allotm ent program . 
Referenda — m arketing quotas 
to become effective when voted by 
two thirds of producers in a m an­ 
datory national referendum; loans 
m ay not be made for two years on 
a crop whose producers have thus 
rejected quotas.

ST. LOUIS (U P )—The Wash- 
ington University school of medi­ 
cine 
has 
undertaken 
a 
study 
of the organs of balance in pig­ 
eons, cats, rabbits and 
Japanese 
waltzing mice in an effort to gain 
more knowledge of the diseases of 
the inner ear in human beings. 
Dr. Dorothy 
Woiff, 
assistant 
professor of applied anatomy, be­ 
gan the study last year. She pho­ 
tographed normal pigeons with a 
movie camera. Then she destroyed 
small areas of equilibrium in the 
inner ears 
of 
the 
birds. 
Tile 
pigeons were photographed again 
to discover how they had been af­ 
fected. 
It was found that the pigeons’ 
heads bobbed in much the 
same 
m anner as would the head of a 
human suffering a disease of the 
inner ear. The pigeons were killed 
later for microscopic observation. 
Dr. Wolff said th at by correlat­ 
ing movies and microscopic obser­ 
vations it is hoped to gain more 
knowledge of the organs of bal­ 
ance. 
Japanese 
waltzing 
mice, 
Dr. 
W'olff said, have proved puzzling. 
The rodents, named for their cir­ 
cular movements .apparently have 
continuous 
irritation of the ear. 
Upon 
examination, 
however, le­ 
sions " were found in the 
semi­ 
circular canals, but the cause of 
the lesions could not be deter­ 
mined.
